This is not a Being. It should not 
be called a Personality. It cannot be 


grasped by the intellect, neither can it 
answer to the emotions. It is simply 
an abstraction, a nonentity, a fantasy. 


How can this satisfy the soul that 
longs for communion with its Maker! 
There is no “heart” init. There is 
nothing in it that corresponds to hu- 
manity. Man, said to be made in 
God’s “own image,” can find no affinity 
with this phantom. 

This is not the Deity of the Bible. 
It is not the God of the Old Testa- 
ment nor of the New. The Being 
there described is a Person. He is 
invisible to fallen man, but approach- 
able, and One who can enter into the 
profoundest depths of human emo- 
tion and respond to the desires of His 
creatures. They can become one with 
Him and He with them, because they 
are His offspring, made after His own 
likeness, 

Jesus of Nazareth is announced in 
the New Testament as the “ express 
image” of his Fathers person.“ In 


Him dwelt “the fullness of the God- 
head,” bodily.

“God is a spirit.” So is man. The 
inward being, the sentient, immo 
accountable personality is a spirit 
entity. That is the offspring of God. 
It came from Him. And as every 
seed produces its kind, man is the 
image of God. The body is of 
material, and clothes the spirit com- 
pletely, covering its form and outline 
internally and externally, making a 
medium for its contact with y 
things. 


Spirit is substance. It is not matter 
like the body, nor is it subject to the 
same laws. But it is not immaterial 
although different to all the substances 
which are cognizant to the senses and 
commonly known as matter. It is 
more ed than air, more subtle 
than any element revealed by chemis- 
try. It is not perceptible to the 
natural eye in the normal state of that 
organ, nor can it be grasped by human 
hands. But it is tangible to spiritual 
beings and has its affinities to spiritual 
substances. It varies in kind and 
degree, and the lower orders of being

spiritual varieties.

SOME FACTS ABOUT UTAH. 
(From the Utah Journal.) 


Tux population of our Territory in 
the year 1880 was given in the census 
report at 143,963, of whom 99,969 
were native born. With the natural 
increase and the influx by immigra- 
tion, the present population may be 
safely placed at 190,000. 
The land area of the Territory is 
84,970 square miles, its water area 
780 miles, It stretches three hun- 
and twenty-five miles north and 
south, and three hundred miles east 
and west, and over 10,000,000 acres of 
the public domain therein have been 
surveyed. Wherever a stream of 
water flows down from the mountain 
heights, settlements have been form- 
ed, which grow in numbers and wealth 
as larger areas are brought under 
cultivation through the increase of 
e volume of which 


the 
enlarges remarkably, and as various 
industries in addition to agriculture 


are established. There are at least 
350,000 acres of land under fence, 
and the grain crop is not leas than 
3,000,000 bushels — annum. The 
foothills and bay bs 
grazing grounds for — erds o 
cattle and bands of horses fatten upon 
them for home use and extensive ex- 
— and sheep raising has assumed 
proportions. Factories are es- 
tablished for the manufacture of yarn, 
eloth, blankets, shawls, etc., in various 
parts of the Territory, and over a 
million and a half pounds of wool is 
exported. All kinds of fruits grown 
in the States flourish in Utah, and are 
of superior quality—dried apricots, 
small fruit 


pa apples, plums and 
ing among her most profitable ex- 
ports. 

According to the census of 1880, 


Utah had 1,966 manuf ing estab- 
lishments, employing over 1 per- 
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sons, with invested capital to the 
amount of $2,839,463, producing goods 
to the value of $4,217,434. hese 
have materially increased during the 
past seven years, and it is safe to put 
the manufactures of Utah at $10,000,- 
000 perannum. This is exclusive of 
smelting and reduction works. The 


principal manufactures are flour, meal, 


cheese, salt, molasses, leather, boots 
and shoes, harness, saddles, woolen 
goods, hosiery, lumber, sasb, doors, 
mouldings, brick, lime, charcoal, ma- 
chinery, furniture, paper, soap, glue, 
candles, earthenware, brooms, brushes, 
hats, basketware, candy, cracke 
matches, etc. There are sever 
foundries and machine shops, many 
saw mills, planing mills, etc. 

The principal mineral products of 
Utah are gold, silver, lead, copper, 
iron, sulphur, antimony, mica, 
rock salt, arsenic, alum, cinnabar, co- 
balt, bismuth, gypsum, marble, gra- 
nite, sandstone, limestone, ＋ 
ochers, mineral wax, kaolin, clays o 
various kinds, etc. 

Since the opening of her mines 
Utah has produced over $80,000,000 
in the “ precious” metals. New mines 
are constantly being discovered, and 
many of the old ones are both perma- 
nent and profitable. 

Among the undeveloped resources 
of the Territory are the iron deposi 
which exist in many localities, an 
are declared by noted experts to be 
unexcelled in intrinsic value by any 
in the world. The ores are magnetite 
and hematite, and yield from 50 to 
65 per cent. of iron, and both in 
quantity the deposits are 
remarkable. In close proximity are 
valuable and extensive deposits of 
— also of limestone, which will 
render the manufacture of iron easy 
and cheap, when larger capital im- 
parts vitality to labor, and a solid 
political basis is laid to give stability 
to important enterprises. Coal fields 
of vast extent ure being opened in 
other parts of the —— There 
is salt enough to pickle the world 
sulphur enough to suffocate it, coal 
enough to cremate it. There is lead, 
iron, mica, antimony and other min- 
erals enough to supply the country 
for centuries, and the ilities of 
this important section of the public 
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domain are only just commencing to 
be understood. 

There are 3,000 miles of common 
road ways in Utah; 1,143 miles of rail- 
roads, 2,747 miles of te! aph wires, 
about 1,000 miles of telephone wires, 


with over 750 instruments; the means 


of swift communication are rapidl 
increasing, and trade with surround- 
ing States and Territories is promoted 
by the extension of railroads thro 
their domain or to the line of their 
borders. 

The educational status of Utah is 
much — than is generally sup- 

. er ratio of illiteracy, ac- 
cording to the latest census, is much 
below the average of the nation, the 
percentage of children over ten years 
of age unable to read is 3.27, and to 
write 6.13, while the percentage of the 
whole country is 9.82 unable to read 
and 12.44 unable to write. In this 
educational respect Utah is ahead of 
thirty-four States and Territories of 
the Union. A system of district 
schools, partly supported from the 
Territorial treasury, has been estab- 
lished for many years and is impro- 
ving annually. Besides the district 
schools there are several high schools, 
a number of private academies, about 
sixty denominational schools su 

wted by the different sects, and the 

niversity of Deseret, partly sup- 
ported from the Territorial treasury. 
All the principal religious bodies are 
represented and have substantial 
church edifices. 

Literature finds a wide field in 
Utah. The . journals and the 
best magazines of the country are 
well patronized. 

Utah is one of the most lightly 
taxed portions of this great country. 
The Territorial and school taxes are 
together but six mills on the dollar; 
the maximum county tax allowed is 
only to the same amount; munici- 
palities can at the utmost levy a tax 
of five mills for general purposes and 
five mills for road construction and 
repairs, and their charters restrict 
them from running mto extensive 
debts. The taxable y is asses- 
sed at near $30,000,000, mines and 
bullion being exempt. A high liquor 
license tes the traffic in intoxi- 
cants in localities where prohi-

An unusually large number of buildings have been erected in Salt Lake 


Among the many industries that Utah has ample facilities for is the manu- 
facture of dairy products, and we are pleased to note that creameries are now 


being established there. 


Another line of railroad is now being laid from Salt Lake City. It is a 
continuation of what is known as Fort Douglas Railway, and its chief object 
is to make a direct line to the principal coal mines in Summit County.

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mately associated with the Prophet Joseph Smith, and the people, in the 
cheqaered and trying circumstances connected with the early history of the 
Latter-day Saints. He honorably filled several missions, and, as he possessed 
great legal ability, has always held prominent positions in judicial matters in 
the Territory of Utah. 

The Deseret News of Sept. 28th says: A letter from Elder Thomas Holt, 
one of the four Elders so cruelly beaten by a Tennessee mob on Sunday, 
Sept. 2nd, states that all the brethren have recovered from the effects of their 
treatment on that occasion. They feel that the Lord has blessed them 
greatly in their time of affliction, and all are again earnesly engaged in pro- 
claiming the Gospel to those in that part of the State (outside of the county 
where they were mobbed) who will listen to their testimony. 

A fine building 94x143 feet, and 70 feet high, has been erected on one of 
the 10 acre squares in Salt Lake City, as the beginning of what is designed to 
be permanent buildings for the use of the Territorial Agricultural and Manu- 
facturing Society. A fair was to be held therein for four days, Oct. 3rd to 
6th, exhibiting the products of the Territory, including displays in art, 
science, and all other things representing the present status of that wonder- 
ful inland country. The grounds surrounding the building were to be 
devoted to live stock exhibits, for which Utah is celebrated. 


A Corroporatrve Discovery.—A short time ago the Washington Post 
made a remarkable statement regarding the location of the Garden of Eden. 
It announced that Dr. Campbell, of Versailles, had lately discovered that it 
was on this continent (America), and near were St. Louis now stands. That 
gentleman, according to the Post, asserted that the Mississippi River is the 
Euphrates of Scripture, and that the Bible furnishes evidence of the correct- 
ness of his conclusions. It is probable that Dr. Campbell is not aware of the 
fact that he is not the discover of what he now announces, the Prophet Joseph 
Smith having many years ago stated that the Garden of Eden was located in 
what is now known as the State of Missouri.

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THE SPIRIT OF REVELATION.

Tuxnx is nothing that so well proves the apostasy from the primitive Church 
as denial of the spirit of revelation. To state that God did once reveal Him- 
self to His people, that He was their preceptor, and in times past mankind 
rejoiced in being taught of God, but that now He has ceased to reveal Him- 
self, and that apostles, prophets and inspiration are no longer needed, shows 
that there has indeed been “a falling away,” or that God has changed. It is 
a sad acknowledgment to make, that such things as revelations, heavenly 
knowledge, visions and administrations of angels are all done away, and to 
say that they are no longer needed. It is a confession of the apostasy that 
has taken place, for these were the evidences that the doctrine of Christ was 
not of the world, while on the other hand, to deny them is an acknowledg- 
ment that the fear of God is taught by the precept of men, and that the 
faith and forms of so-called Christian worship are of the world and not of 
God. 

Revelation is a communication of truth from God to man. From the 
beginning He proposed to instruct all who would put their trust in Him and 
seek wisdom at His hands. But mankind have, unfortunately for thom- 
selves, preferred to be taught by the Adversary, and listen to his counsels 
rather than those of our heavenly Father. This has been demonstrated in 
the history of the world, both past and present. The proposition in the 
Gospel of Christ, declared by His own voice when He was on the earth advo- 
cating the doctrine of the Father, was, My doctrine is not mine, but his 
that sent me. If any man will do his will, he shall know of the doctrine, 
whether it be of God, or whether I of myself” (John vii, 16, 17). 
Here, then, knowledge was promised. nkind were to be released from 
doubt; they were to “know of the doctrine.” How could they obtain this 
knowledge? By the spirit of revelation. The doctrine of the Father was to 
be revealed by Himself to His children who trusted in Him, and who were 
willing and obedient to “do His will.“ Our Savior also said concerning the 
spirit of revelation: “All things are delivered unto me of my ne 9 
no man knoweth the Son, but the Father; neithér knoweth any man 
Father, save the Son, and he to whomsoever the Son will reveal 
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xi, 27). Here again revelation is promised, a revelation from Christ of the 
Father. These are precious promises, and the Latter day Saints know that 
these promises are true, because they have received these revelations, and 
they are continually bearing testimony to the truth of the doctrines of Christ, 
telling their friends that if they will humble themselves before God and “do 
His will,” they can obtain like revelations. The Church of Christ is founded, 
or built, upon the spirit of revelation. 

We are told, in the sixteenth chapter of Matthew, that when Jesus came 
into the coasts of Caesarea Philippi, He asked His disciples: “‘ Whom do men 
say that I the Son of man am? and they said, Some say that thou art John 
the Baptist; some, Elias; and others, Jeremias, or one of the prophets. He 
saith unto them, But whom say ye that I am? And Simon Peter answered 
and said, Thou art the Christ, the Son of the Living God. And Jesus 
answered and said unto him, Blessed art thou Simon Bar-jona: for flesh and 
blood hath not revealed it unto thee, but my Father which is in heaven. 
And I say unto thee that thou art Peter, and upon this rock I will build my 
church, and the gates of hell shall not prevail against it.“ Here we have the 
testimony of Jesus Christ that God revealed to Simon Peter that the man 
Jesus Christ, who was everywhere spoken against, and condemned by the 
priests and intelligence(?) of the day, was His Son, was the Christ whom the 
prophets had foretold should come, and whom the Psalmist had sung about. 
By the spirit of revelation Simon Peter knew that Jesus was the Christ. 
Now mark, the Savior said “upon this rock I will build my church;“ this 
rock of revelation, this eternal foundation—the spirit of revelation—that 
men may know that God lives, that they may know that Jesus is the Christ, 
and that God’s children may be taught of His ways and walk in His paths. 

Moreover, “the gates of hell shall not prevail against it.” It shall reach 
His children who are dead, who have been deceived by false teachers, or who 
never had the privilege of hearing the word of God on the earth, or who had 
dwelt upon it in the ages of darkness, when there was no authorized ministry 
to officiate in the ordinances uf His Church; when there was no vision, and 
the people perished for the word of God, only hearing of what He had done 
in times past, when He was trusted and worshiped, but, when they lived, all 
was silence, through their forefathers having rejected the word of God and 
shed the blood of innocence, when they killed His servants and preferred 
darkness to light. The spirit of revelation was to reach them, the Gospel 
was to be preached to the dead, and enlighten those who were in darkness in 
the spirit world, to give them comfort, knowledge and hope. 

This spirit of revelation is enjoyed by the Saints to-day, and this is the 
secret of their power, unity and success. This is why they are not of the 
world. They are not taught by the wisdom of man, but they are taught of 
God. He has revealed to them the principles of everlasting lives, and con- 
tinues to give them line upon line, precept upon precept, and this is the 
reason why to-day they stand so firmly by the revelations of God to them. 
The world cannot understand them, because it refuses to hearken to God or 
His people. Mankind are willing to believe everything against the Saints, 
but close their ears to anything that would lead them to God and His ever- 
lasting truths. The way is free to all if they will accept it. This spirit of

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An American paper publishes the humiliating confession that the United States 
Government has made 929 treaties with Indian tribes, and has broken almost every one 
of them. 

Over a thousand infants are suffocated im bed by their parents every year in London, 
and the great majority of these deaths occur on Saturday night, when the parents are 
teo drunk to know or to care whether they are lying on their children or not. 


Acoording to the best authorities on such subjects, about one-third of the food con- 
sumed in England is imported from abroad, which means that if we had no reserves a 
sudden cessation of imported goods would bring us to starvation point in about eight 
months. The main deficiency is in wheat. 

As an example of the rapidity of the processes of American artisans the recent feat of 
a Georgia paper-maker is noteworthy. A tree in a forest near Augusta was cut down at 
five o’clock in the morning. Before night it had been converted into newspapers, which 
people were reading at six in the evening. 

The French people are in danger of becoming extinct, as a nation, because of the 
prevalence of celibacy, and a disinclination on the part of those who do marry to raise 
children. A tax on bachelors is contemplated by the Government of France as a means 
to arrest the steady decline of population, which her statesmen begin to note with alarm. 

A terrible railway disaster is reported from Pennhaven, Pennsylvania. On the 10th 
inst. a Catholic excursion of large dimensions was being conveyed homeward, when one 
section of the train ran into another at a point called Mudrun, with the result that 
about sixty persons were killed and many injured. A good many lost their lives by 
falling into a river which runs underneath the railway at the spot. 

Particulars have been received of a terrible disaster at San Juan di Dios, a town of 
South America, by the bursting of a large water pond situated at a high level. A wave 
twelve feet high rushed through the town, carrying everything before it. The people in 
the streets were washed up and down, fifty-seven of them being drowned, and many 
others sustaining terrible injuries. The loss of property is estimated at $1,000,000.

The Anchor line steamer City of Rome, from New York, which arrived at Liverpool 
on the 11th inst., brings details of a hurricane which swept over the lakea on the Ist inst. 
On Lake Huron, the steamers Australia and Rurice were totally wrecked, and five 
schooners and two barques foundered, the loss of life being set down at twenty. At Port 
Sanilac the lifeboat put out at midnight, and rescued seven of the crew of the séhooner 
St. Claire; but so tremendous were the seas and so strong the hurricane, that in 
attempting to reach the harbour the lifeboat capsized and five of the St. Claire’s crew 
were drowned. Other disasters are feared, several vessels being overdue.
